high price. The millere concluded to sell a 
part ef their wheat, and accordingly sold 
| several million bushels on the Chicago Board 
for delivery at a date not greatly distant. 
What the millers sold was wheat; but the 
Chicago speculators did not realize this. 
For every bushel of actual wheat that is 
| honestly sold on the Chicego Board there arc 
| five thousand fictitious sales, settlement being 
| made oy the payment of balancesone way oF 
the other. But the miilers sold wheat, and 
| when the time for delivery came they pro- 
creded to deliver wheat. This was too much 
for the speculative bulls. It spoiled all their 
calculations. They had bought wheat from 
Miuuneapolie, and they were obliged to take 
wheat. And their speculative market has in 
consequence been badly shsttered. This is 
the whole story. The millers had on hand 
more grain than they could sfford to grind 
considering current prices; and so they sold 
a part of their stock- mot half of it—to 
Chicago dealers at the priee those dealers were 
offering, and like honest men they proceeded 
to deliver the goods. The Chicago sufferers 
are trying to make it appear that the millers 
sold what they di i not have in urder to de- 
press the market and cover their sale by buy- 
ing at low prices of the farmers, But the 
facts are otherwise and are as w§ have already 
state! them, It was metely the svrprise of 
a legiiimafe trausacti n that has so shocked 
aud agitated the Chie.go grain market.

A committee was appointed, consisting 
of the superintendent, Rev. Prof. Hart and 
Mr. Luxton, to provide and arrange for an 
exhibit of tne e?ucational system of the 
Province at the Colonial Exhibition in Lon- 
don next year, the exhibit to conclude a 
description and history of the progress of 
education, photographic or other views ot 
rural and urban sc vol houses, and illus- 
trative samples of text books, school ap- 
paratus and furn ture. 

Ih superintendent reported in reg:rd to 
Scripture Keadings for use in the echools— 
that the Honorable the Minister of Ed- 
ucation for :ntario had consented to sup- 
ply this board with the volume in use 
there. at cost He also presented a revision 
of the regulations in regard to religious ex- 
ercises in schools. 

The board authorised that one thousand 
copies of the Scripture Readings be fur- 
nished, aud that such changes e made in 
the title and introductory pages of the 
book as may be suitable to its adaptation 
to use in the schools of Manitoba. 


REGULATI us. 

The following are the regulations re- 
garding religious teaching in the schools, 
as revised aud adopted :— 

Every svhool established and in opera. 
tion under the authority of the Protestant 
diction ot the board of education shall be 
opened and closed daiiy with prayer as 
follows: 

Opening—One or more of the forms of 
prayer printed on the cover of the auths 
orised school register or the volume of 
described scripture readings shell be used. 
always including the Lord's prayer, re- 
peated together by teacher and pupils 

‘ losing—One or more of the forms of 
prayer provided as above. 


BIBLE RBADING. 


The Bible shall be made asa text-book 
in the Protestant schools of Manitoba A 
supply for use in each school may be ob- 
tained by the trustees, otherwise each papil 
from standard 3 upwards shall be required 
to provide himself with a Bible, in ad- 
dition to his other text books. 

The selections for reading shall be ex- 
clusively those contained in the volume of 
Scripture Readings authorised ſor use in 
the schools o/ the Province by the Protes- 
tant section of the Board of Education, and 
the trustees of cach schoo) shall prov de a 
volume of these readings for the use of the 
teacher 

The ~cripture Lesson in each school shall 
follow the opening prayer, and shall occupy 
not more tnan fifteen minutes daily 
Until nutes and questions are provided 
under the authority of the board, the read- 
ings shall not be accompanied by comment 
or explanation. 

The pupils of each school, from Stan- 
dard III upward shall be taught to repeat 
from memory the Ten Commandments 
and the Apostles’ Creed; and cme halt hour 
weekly may be devoted to this exercise 
and such other instructions in manners and 
morals as may be practicable. 

Mr. Gordon moved seconded by Pro 
fessor Hart, that inasmuch as it appears 
from the statement of the Superintendent, 
it is desirable to provide for the training of 
third class teachers during a session of six 
weed commencing in January next, this 
board authorise the Princi,al of the Ner- 
mal School to cure the services of a suit- 
able assistant for that period, with the ap- 
proval of the Superintendent, at a cost not 
exceeding seventy five dollars.

When I left Wiunipeg 
the otuer day there was no snow on the 
ground aud tLe weather was fine aud open 
and admirably suited fcr fall work on the 
farm. The farmers ate all going iu for fall 
1 ploughing and many for summer fallowing. 
There uus been a good deal of lax farming in 
the country, but it is becoming more system 
ape and improving yearly. 1 drove this 
fall through a section of country which | 
visited fou: years ago, aad the improvement 
tue people, their homesteads, farms, out- 
zu lige stock and the general appearance 
of all their surroundings was quite re- 
markable. This applies alike to Southern 
and Northern Manitoba; aod in fact all over 
the county wherever 1 went. In my ex- 
perience of the farmers of Manitoba this 
year, take them as a body, they are the most 
hopeful, contented and happy men I have 
ever met anywhere, and all have ab-olute 
fith im this country. Any grievances they 
had arose through want of railways, and this 
has been and is being largely supplied. In 
consequence of these railway facilties—al- 
ready supplied or to come next year—there 
has been 30 ver cent more land ploughed 
this fall and got ready for seeding in 
Southern Manitoba than last year, and take 
the Province all over, 20 to 25 per cent. 
Will you be good enough to explain bow 
the railway developement specially benefits 
the different parts of tho Province 
Well, the Manitoba and Northwestern, 
which starts from the Canadian Pacific at 
Portag la Prairie, on che north ef the C. P. 
R., has been finished to Bird Tail Creek, 130 
miles from the Portage. It will be contins 
ued next j car to the boundary of the Prov- 
ince, runnisg at au average distance of only 
30 miles from the Canadian Pacific, It pase 
es through a fine agricultural region of roll- 
ing land, with suffieient wood, and well 
watered. The Canadian Pacific is some 60 
mi es north of the United States line, and 
the company are building two branch lises, 
parallel to the main line, in Southern Man- 
itoba. This gives a system of railways, con- 
sisting of four parallel lines, rarning east and 
west, for a tract of country 100 miks wide; 
so that when the system has been completed 
there will be few farms in all that tract of 
country mote than 20 miles from a railway 
station.

The Revising and Censeli. 
dation ef Maniteba’s Man- 
icipal Law.

Messrs. Justice Taylor, J. I. D. 
Munson and T. A. Bernier were ap- 
pointed by the Local Government to 
consolidate the municipal law of the 
Province’ Their report is now in a 
forward state. It is und-rstood the 
following principles will be em- 
bodied in it :— 

I. The consolidation of the pres- 
ent city chartersand the Town Cor- 
poration’s Ast with the general muni- 
cipal law. 

2. Tue abolition of the judicial 
distriet boards. 

3. The collection of all arrears of 
taxes and the holding of tax sales by 
the municipalities themselves. 

4. The appointment of a member 
or officer of the Goverament to con- 
trol the expenses connected with the 
maintenance of court houses, jails 
and administration of justice, and to 

‘form other duties now dis- 
charged by the judicial boards. 

5. The expenses of his effice to be 
defrayed by the Province, and the 
expenses in connection with the 
maintenance of court houses, jails 
and sheriff's expenses to be paid by 
the municipalities.
